some of the facts behind this great 
and free daily that has btcn struck 
down in the same hemisphere as 
our own United States democracy. 


Almost any daily paper today rep- 


resents an investment of thousands 
of dollars and in the case of metro- 
politans like La Prcnsa it runs into 
millions. Head of La Prcnsa is Dr. 
Alberto Gainza Paz. This man had 
the courage to risk his millions 
against Dictator Pcron, on such 
just grounds that he carried with 
bjm 1,300 of his 1,700 employes. 
But government stamped him out. 
What is it that is gone? 


La Prcnsa was founded October 


18, 1869. Its 
circulation reached 


750,000 — not far short of the Chi- 
cago Tribune. It was one of Arg- 
entina's national institutions, sup- 
porting 33 physicians for free pub- 
lic clinics, two agricultural experts 
to work with farmers, free music 
courses, and a 
public 
chemical 


laboratories for industry . 


La Prcnsa was one of the great 


liberal voices on thisNiidc of the At- 
lantic — and it has been silenced. 


It was silenced not by European 


Fascists or Communists — but by
